The Cost of War. 


The Free State’s temper will not be 
improved by the latest batch of trade re- 
turns. Her total volume of commerce for 
the twelve months ended in October of 
this year, as compared with that for the 
corresponding period. of. last year, has 
shrunk from £88,600,000 to £74,500,000— 
representing a decrease of 15.9 per cent. 
The adverse balance over the same period 
has risen from £12,700,000 to £15,800,000, 
an increase of 24.4 per cent. These 
periods, however, are not the most useful 
for purposés of comparison, since the 
economic wag began only in the latter half 
of the twelve months. A more significant 
moral can be drawn from a comparison of 
the figures for last October with those for 
the previous October. During last month, 
as compared with October, 1931, imports 
fell by 38 per cent.; exports fell by 42.5 
per cent.; the total volume of trade de- 
clined by 38.7 per cent., and the adverse 
balance rose by 19.9 per cent. These figures 
are stronger than all the protestations 
of Mr. de Valera’s henchmen. The farmer 
at a glance can compare his position a 
year ago with his position to-day, and, if 
he continues to repose a vestige of faith 
in the Government’s promises, there is no 
health in him. Staggering under the 
burden of increased taxation, a rising cost 
of living, and double land annuities, he 
may contemplate a past free from such 
tribulations, and may look to a future in 
which still greater burdens will be added 
to his load, 

On the export side only three commodi- 
ties—condensed and dried milk, spirits 
and wool—give evidence of an increased 
demand from other countries. ‘A sharp 
decline is manifest in all the "est of the 
Free State’s produce for export. Her sales 
of fat cattle declined by £309,000 ; of store 
cattle by £451,000; of sheep and lambs 


bacon and hams by £89,000; of fresh pork 
by £62,000, aud of poultry by £19,000. 
In the case of these products generally the 
decline during last month, as compared 
with October, 1931, amounts to something 
between forty and fifty per cent. Dairy 
produce has suffered with equal, and in 
some cases with greater, severity. The 
exports of creamery butter have fallen by 
£57,000; sales of factory butter have 
dropped by forty per cent., and those of 


cream have declined to less than half their 


former value. In October the Free State 
exported eggs in shell to’ the value of 
£64,000 ; a year agoher monthly export was 
worth £118,000. Thus Mr. de Valera 
punishes England. England, indeed, has 
been hurt by the economic war—the returns 
give abundant proof of that fact—but her 
loss is paltry compared with the . loss 
inflicted upon the Free State. It pleases 
Mr. de Valera to tweak the British lion's 
tail, but the body of Irish agriculture has 


ba interposed itself with calamitous effect 


between the tail and the tweak. 

Mr. de Valera’s “ alternative. markets ”’ 
are still visionary. During the month of 
October the Free State's export trade with 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
accounted for 9 4 per cent. of her total 
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exports, In the ten months which ended in 
October G yin and the, North took 
goods from her to the value of more than 
£20,000,000, while the purchases of all

He has shaken the con- 
fidence of Britain in the Free State, 
thereby inflicting irreparable harm on the 
Irish cattle trade; he has created a 
shortage of goods in the Free State, which 
already is reflected in rising prices, and he 
has diverted the movement of the Free 
State’s economy not into a new path, but 
into a wilderness of uncertainty and 
irresolution. The. economic war has only 
-begun, but already it has shown hideous 
results. In what condition will the Free 
State find herself when the mutual 
blockade is at its full?

Persian Oil. 


Four days ago the Persian Govern- 
ment informed the representatives of the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company that it had 
cancelled the D’Arcy Concession, which 
was granted originally thirty-one years 
ago and was taken over by the Anglo- 
Persian group in 1909. The Shah is will- 
ing to make a new agreement with the 
company, but this time it must be “ based 
on the rights of both parties.” In other 
words, the Persian Government has given 
the company notice to quit, and last nighi 
Teheran was illuminated gaily in celebra 
tion of this gesture of national independ- 
ence. For some time past negotiations 
have been in progress with a view to the 
revision of the system on which the 
Government's royalties are calculated. At 
the beginning of the present year the 
chances of a friendly settlement seemed to 
be favourable; but there was a sudden 
hitch in the spring, and since that time 
the attitude of the Persians has been 
hardening. The company takes the view 
that its concession cannot be cancelled, 
but the Persian Government declares that 
its rights are sovereign. All the trouble

The 
matter is of more than mere commercial 
interest, inasmuch as the British Govern- 
ment is affected directly. Nineteen years 
ago, wheh the Anglo-Persian Oil Company 
needed fresh capital, and there seemed to 
be a danger that a most valuable oilfield 
wuld pass under foreign control, Mr. 
Asquith’s Government agreed to supply the 
new money. At the beginning of the 
present year the British Government held 
£7,500,000 out of the £13,425,000 in 
Ordinary shares issued by the company, 
and naturally it will take an important 
part in any future negotiations with the 
Persian Ministry. The whole problem of 
the world’s oil supplies is highly com- 
plicated. Yesterday, behind closed doors 
in Paris, representatives of the great oil 
interests. met once again to try to bring 
all the Rumanians into the oil ring. A 
tentative agreement was reached last July, 
when most of the Rymanians undertook, 
with the other oil-owners, to restrict their 
output. Soviet Russia stands aloof from 
the conference. The Russians claim an 
entirely free hand, and nobody would be 
surprised if Muscovite influence were

A Railway Moral. 


The British and Irish railways are not 
without company in their dismal plight ; 
for in France, too, the railways are on 
the verge of bankruptcy. Some weeks ago 
the Government submitted to the com- 
panies a plan for the complete unification 
of the French system. They rejected it— 
wisely, as most students of the Free State 
amalgamation will agree~—and now they 
have sent their own proposals to the 
Minister for Public Works. The deficit 
on this year’s working of the French rail- 
ways in estimate! at £35,000,000. — Like 
the Free State railways, the French com- 
panies have made drastic economies— 
amounting to £8,000,000 in the present 
year. They demand now that tho State 
shall do its part through a reduction of 
taxation and an increase in payment for 
the official services which the State 
requires of the railways. Under the 
present system the companies not only are 
responsible for their permanent way, bat 
pay an annual sum of £16,000,000 in 
taxation to the State. Their most im- 
portant claim, however, is national 
co-ordination of all forms of transport, 
and to this end they suggest the 
establishment of a national body which, by 
a proper distribution of traffic, wouid 
ensure the transport af goods from door to 
door. In France, as in these islands, the 
collapse of railway finances is due largely 
to competition by the roads. The French 
railways complain that road transpo:t 
skims the cream of «the traffic, leaving 
them with the most onerous and least 
profitable work; and they, demand—as the 
Irish companies demand—a fair deal froin 
the Government. To-day they are 
hampered at every turn by vexatious 
restrictions ; and they insist, as a necessary 
condition of their survival, that they shall 
receive a full measure of liberty to fix 
their fares, time-tables and other details. 
In Ireland the. railway unions clamour 
for nationalisation as the only protection 
against the roads: Nationalisation pre- 
vails in Franee, but it has not averted the 
disastrous results of an ‘unjust and 
favoured rivalry. On the contrary, it has 
aggravated them. through the State’s own 
exactions. The condition of France's 
nationalised railways is a timely warning 
to the Free State Goverument, whose 
transport bill is on the stocks. .

HE scene of contention wituessed last

over the London Passenger Íranspott

of the House. The measure has been carried 
over by special vote, and in order to expedite 
its further progress the Government decided 
that the best course was to re-commit it for 
the consideration of the whole House. 
Hostility towards the bill is by no means 
confined to one side; supporters of the 
Government were prominent w attacking Mr, 
Pybus (the Minister of Transport) for father- 
ing what they regard as an ill-timed and 
uncalled for measure. 

Mr. Pybus, at the outset, moved to report 
progress, to enable him to explain the general 
principles of the bill, which, he said, was the 
result of fifteen years of hard work by Royal 
Commissions, Committees, Ministers of ‘Trans. 
port and talented civil servants. It was 
proposed to give unified ownership and contro] 
to the passenger traffic of London. Pro- 
vision was made fer the setting up of a 
public board, charged with the duty of pro 

viding adequate travelling facilities through- 
out the metropolitan area. There were a 
large number of Government amendments to 
the bill, but the chief changes proposed were 
in regard to the method oí appomting the 
board and the composition of the board 
itself. 

After this brief statement, the next two 
hours were spent in what Captain lan Fraser 
described as baiting the Minister of Ilrans 
port in a spirit of malicious delight. Member 
after member got up on points of order, but 
the many attempts made to discuss the bill 
itself, on the motion to report progress, were 
sternly repressed by the Chairman, Sir 
Dennis Herbert. When Mr. Smithers, the 
Conservative member for Chislehurst, said 
that, so far from wanting to discuss the bill, 
his object was to have it killed at once, Sir 
Dennis Herbert said that this was not the 
time to do it. | 

At another stage, when the wrangling 
became somewhat acute, Mr. Seymour Cocks, 
a Labour member, suggested that the Prime 
Minister should “be sent for. In the absence 
ot Mr. Macdonald, the Attorney-General 
interposed with a statement, but it only 
served aS an excuse tor raising 
other points of order. 

“ventually the motion to report progress 

was vejected by 223 votes to 122, but before 
the first one cf the 400 amendments on the 
paper was called Mr. Churchill said that, in 
view of what had taken place, he would 
move that the Chairman of the Committees 
do now leave the cham, to enable him to ask 
the Government where they stood after the 
defeat of their own motion. (Laughter. ) 
Some of them; he added, had exerted them 
selves to the utmost to avert this stultii- 
cation of the Ministry. 

Sir Dennis Herbert declined to accept the 
motion, as it would give rise to another dis 
cussion similar to that on the motion which 
had just been defeated.

NON-AGGRESSION PACT 
SIGNED IN PARIS.

PARIS, Tuesday. 


The pact of non-aggression between 
France and Soviet Russia was signed at 
the Quai d’Orsay this afternoon by ,M. 
Herriot and M. Dovgalevsky, the Soviet 
Ambassador. 

““I salute the peoples of Soviet Russia,”’ 
said M. Herriot after the signing of the 
pact, “and I declare that we desire to 
entertain increasingly confident relations 
with them.” 

This treaty, the Premier added, com- 
pleted the system of non-aggression pacts, 
and ought to contribute to the consolida- 
tion of peace. The value of the treaty 
would depend upon the manner of its 
application. 

M. Dovgalevsky replied that “ the Soviet 
Government attaches great political and 
moral value to this pact, which conforms 
to the pacific aspirations of France and 
Soviet Russia.” 


SWEDISH MATCH 
COMPANY.

NO FURTHER MORATORIUM, 


A Stockholm of yesterday 
says :— 

A proposal that the moratorium which 
was granted to the Swedish Match 
Company after the Kreuger crash should 
not be prolonged when it expires to- 
morrow was made by the administrators 
of the company at a shareholders’ meeting 
convened for the purpose of considering 
the administrators’ report. 

The report contains a detailed scheme 
of the future organisation of the company. 
British shareholders are to nominate two 
out of the twelve members of the con- 
trolling board which is to administer the 
company’s profits, The report reviews the 
developments during the six months of 
the oficial administration of. the company, 
and summarises the agreement made 
during August, when the moratorium was 
prolonged to give the shareholders time 
to consider the proposals. 

The final agreement, which was later 
concluded, stipulates that the company is 
to pay six per cent. interest on its debts 
and a certain amortisation dependent on 
ithe annual earnings. . 

It is expected that the profits will be 
for a long time consumed by the payment 
of debts, but the creditors have agreed 
that a small part of the profits should be 
set aside for dividend purposes, provided 
that each of the creditor's claims have 
been reduced by thirty per cent. 

For this purpose a board of twelve 
members will be set up, of whom six will 
be nominated by the creditors, two by 
British shareholders, one by continental 
shareholders, and three by Swedish share- 
holders. The “ B” shares, which only 
have 1-1000th of a vote, will continue to 
exist, and the proportion between “A” 
and “B” shares will be maintained at 
one-quarter to three-quarters of the total! 
respectively. 

In the report the administrators refrain 
from any optimistic forecast of the 
company’s development, but they point 
out that its activity during the last few 
months has been more satisfactory than 
was expected. ‘The efforts to economise 
are being continued, while the measures 
which have been taken with a view to 
maintaining and still further increasing 
the reputation in Swedish matches for 
their high quality have been remarkably 
successful. 

The report closes with a message of 
thanks to the members of the International 
Reconstruction Committee and the staff of 
the company. 

A. meeting of the shareholders of the 
Swedish Match Company accepted a pro- 
posal to reduce the share capital of the 
company to ninety million crowns, the 
nominal value of each share to be twenty- 
five crowns. The number of shares is un-

Half a million railway employés are 
affected *hy the sitting of the Nationa! 
Wages Board, which opened in London 
yesterday. 

The four groups of railway companies 
are secking a ten per cent. reduction in

clerical grades. 

The trade unions—the N.U.R., the 
Associated Society of Locomotive En 
gineers and.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

General von- Schleicher expects to have 
a meeting with Adolf Hitler to-morrow, at 
which he will try to persuade the Nazi 
leader to ‘‘ tolerate ' a Cabinet under the 
General's leadership. Not much is 
promised from the meeting, and, if it 
proves negative, it is expected that von 
Schleicher will inform the President that 
he must renounce the task of trying to 
form a Cabinet and arranging a ‘‘political 
truce’ with the parties. 

As von Papen enjoys the President’s 
entire confidence, it is regarded as certain 
that he will reappoint him Chancegor if 
von Schleicher’s efforts fail. 

A von Papen Government will mean, of 


course, an open declaration of war against | 


Parliament, which will probably be. ad- 
journed before it even meets, or, 
alternatively, may be dissolved and the 
new election postponed for some months, 
although such action would amount to a 
breach of the Constitution. 

In any event, the President is de- 
termined to use all the means at his dis- 
posal to guarantee political and economic 
stability for Germany during the winter, 
and he can rely upon being supported in 
his task by the Army, under General von 
Schleicher, who will, of course, remain 
Minister of Defence in a new von Papen 
Government. 

Germany will, in fact, 
military dictatorship.

TWO OTHERS DETAINED 
IN HOSPITAL.

LIMERICK, Tuesday. 


WO men are dead, and two are suffer- 
ing in Barrington’s Hospital here, 
apparently as the result of poisoning by 
fumes from a coal stove on the Grand 
Canal Company’s barge, 51 M. 

Daniel Lohan, skipper, was found dead 
this morning in the forepart of the barge ; 
John Grace, Peter Kelly and James 
McDonagh, members of the crew, were 
lying there unconscious. They were re- 
moved to hospital, where John Grace died 
in the afternoon. The other two are said 
to be making satisfactory progress. 

Daniel Lohan is aged about sixty years. 
and John Grace about twenty-five. All 
four men belonged to Robinstown, Naas, 
County Kildare 

It appears that the men retired to rest 
in the forepart of the barge at about ten 
o'clock last night. When Patrick Allen, 
an employé of the Canal Company, went 
to call them at seven o’clock this morning 
he got no answer. On going into the sleep- 
ing quarters he found the four men lying 
unconscious. A coal stove had been burn- 
ing, and the portholes were closed. 

Allen called assistance. and when Dr. 
T. Morris, of Barrington’s Hospital, ar- 
rived he found that the skipper was dead.

ALLEGED CONFESSION IN

4. His Majesty’s Government in the United 
Kingdom further note that the Government 
of the Irish Free State are of opinion that 
the matters to be submitted to the tribunal 
should include other annual payments due 
from the Irish Free State to the Government 
of the United Kingdom. His Maajesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom are not 
aware ot any dispute with regard to any 
such payments or of the grounds for disputing 
liability. His’ Majesty's Government in the 
United Kingdom would, however, observe 
that they are unable to admit the distinction 
sought to be drawn between agreements 
formally ratified by the Parliaments of the 
United Kingdom and the Irish Free State 
and other agreements formally entered into 
between the two countries. 

5. The proposal of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in the United Kingdom to submit the 
question of the land annuities to arbitration 
is based on the assumption that the two 
sides will have agreed in advance to be 
bound by the arbitral decision,

Mindful of the importance 
of arbitration as a method of settling inter- 
national disputes, the Government of the 
Irish Free State would regard it as deeply 
regrettable were artificial restriction on the 
personnel of the tribunal to be allowed to 
stand in the way of acceptance of arbitration 
in the present instance. Freedom of choice 
by the parties in the selection of their 
nominees on the arbitral tribunal is of the 
very essence of arbitration, and the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State does not abandon 
the hope that the British Government will 
reconsider its attitude in this regard. 

ó, With reference to the matters adverted 
to in paragraph 4 of your despatch, the 
Government of the Irish Free State disputes 
the claims of the British Government not 
only in regard to the Jand purchase annuities, 
but in regard to all other annual or periodic 
payments, except those made in purstiance 
of agreements formally ratified by the Parlia.
